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FIRST SUGAR 
THE SEASON SOON 
TO LEWVE. HAWN 


HONOLULU—tThe first sugar of the 
new season will be taken away from 
these islands. by the Americay- Hawaiian 
S. S. Mexican which is now due at this 
port. After that there wil arrite boats 
of the American-Hawaiian line every 11 
days, sugar cargoes leaving’the various 


island ports at 1ll-day’ intervals. 

The Isthmian, on Nov. 10, took away 
the last sugar of last season and there 
remains to be noted the somewhat un- 
usual condition of only a little more 
than three weeks between the last ex- 
port of the old season and the first ex- 
port of the new season’s’ crop. This is 
explained by the shortage of labor on 
many of the sugar plantations. Usually 
about two months elapse between the 
ending of one season’s exports and the 
beginning of: the exports of the follow- 
ing crop period. 

Ewa, on this island, and several other 
large plantations took hands from the 
mill, before the grinding had finished, 
to be used in the fields for planting new 
crops and then, when planting had ad- 
vanced sufliciently, the mills were started 
up again to complete the grinding. Thus 
was the completion of grinding delayed 
long enough to make sure of the plant- 
ing, bringing the export seasons pretty 
cloke together. This keeps the steam- 
ships engaged in the haul practically on 
a steady jump.

Sometimes friends and neighbors 
are called into consultation, and with good results, but frequently 
the boy is permitted to drift through the lower grades, through the 
high school and even through college before there is anything like 
determination of his life calling. 

Dr. Finley would give the boy the widest freedom possible, as 
would all broad-minded educators of our day; but it must be con-

In the corresponding seven anonths under the reduced Payne tarift 
the imports were 455,091,000, valued at $8,505,077. The average 
price of the lumber imported under the Dingley $2 duty was $18.80 
per thousand feet; under the Payne $1.25 rate the average was 
$18.70 per thousand feet. This year for the corresponding months 
the imports of lumber. have fallen off, and so has the price per thou- 
sand feet; but this is accounted tor by the general slackness of trade.

“that the first duty of the banking department in Kansas 

is to protect the depositing public, and | zi 

believe firmly that when the banking depart- ees 
nent issues a permit bearing the state s seal tor a bank to do business 
every dollar deposited in that bank should be returned to the depositor 
—100 cents on the dollar and no less.” 

We believe this is the right view of the state's responsibility. 
It has been accepted for a long time in Massachusetts and of late it 
has been adopted by other eastern and western states. Kansas, per- 
haps, is going farther than any of the sister states in putting it into 
practical operation. 

The preliminary step, and a wise one, was to withhold the priv- 
ileges of the Kansas guaranty bank act trom all concerns or institu- 
tions pay Ing or offering to pay more than 3 per cent interest. Banks 
can often pay more than 3 per cent sately, but the great point was to 
fix a conservative rate as a limit. In ther ettorts to obtain business 
they had too often, in Kansas as elsewhere, undertaker to pay out 
more in interest than the deposits could earn. 

Without going into details, it may be said that under the Kansas 
law the banks included in the guaranty list make certain deposits of 
approved securities and pay into the state treasury certain asSess- 
ments which are intended to enable the state, in case of failure. to 
meet whatever deficit may appear when the affairs of the defunct 
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while certain other countries are prospering under tree trade, the 
manifest conclusion being that while the tariff is an important factor 
it is by no means sole or most important. Nothing, whether lumber 
or grain, that Canada had to offer the United States would have sold 
long below the market on this side of the line, and vice'versa. One 
of the losses incurred by the reciprocity defeat was the postponement 
of a demonstration in practical economics which would show that 
prices as between Canada and the United States would have found a 
level as between the different states of the American Union. 

One tact must not be lost sight of, however: Because of the 
almost universal belief in this country with regard to the influence 
of tariff rates on business, any indication of a change in tariff rates, 
any agitation to that end, unsettles the entire commercial situation. 
The lumber trade was more frightened than hurt by the; reduction 
under the Payne bill. The cotton, wool and other interests will 
probably be less aftected in the long run by any reductions that may 
be made in the schedules than by continuous threats of such reduc- 
tions. The United States would be all the better for it if the entire 
list wére scaled down to the minimum and allowed to rest there.
